establish a floor for wages and a cell- 
mi; for boms and abolish child labor. 


Southern foes of Ihe legislation re- 


mained adamant and planned a vigor- 
ous floor fight against the bill if il 
get.s past the rides committee which 
blocked house consideration of Hie bill 
la.-.I year. 


Cairman O'Connor 
(Dem.. N. Y. i 


declined lo forecast what the rules 
committee would do but said he in- 
tended to call a meeting next week 
after every member had had an op- 
j m i l u n i t y to study the measure. He de- 
clared the bill was sure lo pass if it 
reached the house floor. 


"1 have a hunch," O'Connor said, 


"that 75 per cent of the Republicans 
m the house will vote for this bill." 


President Roo.sevell has called for 


passage of a wage-hour bill at this -ses- 
sion but, unless O'Connor's "hunch" is

correct,

chances are .slim. Southern Democrats 
for the most part are opposed bitterly 
lo its provision for 
uniform wage 


minima throughout the ocuntry. con-

An advocate for wage-hour legisla- 


tion, Representative Ramspeck (Dem.. 
Go.) said the revised bill was "arbi- 
trary and discriminatory" and predict- 
ed il would be held unconstitutional 
if enacted. It would fix a graduated 
minimum wage, starting at 25 cents an 
hour and increasing to 40 cents at tin 
1 


end of three years. It would provide 
for a maximum work week starting at 
4-1 hours and declining lo '10 hours in 
two years. 


"At the end of three years the min- 


imum wage will be $16 a week," Ihe 
labor comniillee said. "It is to be 
hoped llial within thai lime, the .sev- 
eral states wilt adopt similar if not 
higher standards for employers within 
their jurisdiction."

ieved trapped in the mine. 
; 


An official of the Weller yard of 


the Norfolk & Western railway, said he 
was informed 
the txxlies,,' including 


those of three killed outside the mine 
3y the telephone from the mine, lo- 
cated on isolated Keen Mountain, that 
'at least 50 other miners.were trapped 
and feared dead." 


The blast occurred shortly 
after 


the night shift had been wheeled into 
the pit in mine cars at 4:30 p. m.. 
Flames spurted 200 feet from 
the 


mouth, overturning a motor which 
fell on the motorman, John Blevins, 
decapitating1 him. 
An 
unidentified 


miner was also caught by the motor 
and decapitated. 


Ed Harris, standing outside at the 


time, said: 


"You couldn't describe it. One min- 


ute we were there busy and the next 
everything was in a mess. It's hard 
to think just what happened." 


The mine was opened last fall in a 


new field described by Bureau of 
Mine officials as "most promising." 


While thousands jammed their way 


toward the scene over the narrow 
winding roads, the United States De- 
partment of Mines and mine bureaus 
of Virginia and West Virginia mo- 
bilized rescue workers. 


Rescue crews, forcing their way 


through a crowd estimated at 7,000 
near the mine, said they doubted if 
any headway could be made through 
the debris before morning. The force 
of the blast, was so great it was be- 
lieved certain that hundreds of tons 
of slate and earth had been spilled in 
the shattered entries.

Compromise Reached . 


WASHINGTON—(fl>>—A tight senate- 


house deadlock over repeal of the 
undistributed profits tax broke Friday 
with a decision by a joint conference 
committee to retain a mondified vev- 
sion of the levy for two years. 


The conference group, composed of 


representatives of the two chambers, 
agreed on a scale of corporation in- 
come tax rates ranging from 16% to 19 
?er cent, depending upon the amount 
of profits a corporation distributes to 
its shareholders. The House had ap- 
proved a 16 to 20 per cent undistributed 
profits tax range. The Senate had 
voted to discard such levies and sub- 
stitute a flat rate of 18 per cent on 
corporation income. 


Under both the house and senate 


bills, special treatment was provided 
tor corporations with incomes of $25,000 
and less. The conference committee 
voted Friday to accept house 
pro- 


visions exempting such corporations 
from the profits levy, and imposing 
instead rates ranging from 12'A to 16 
per cent, depending upon the amount 
of income. 


Senate provisions for capital gains 


taxes were approved in substance by 
the conference group. 


The hot fight over the undistributed 


profits levy had 
arrayed 
business 


spokesmen against it and had drawn 
a statement from President Roosevelt 
endorsing the levy. The agreement 
Friday provided that the compromise 
bill should continue only through 193S 
and 1939, and opponents of the profits 
levy contended that some substitute, 
tax would be enacted by the end of 
1939. 


Chairman Harrison (Dem., Miss.) o£ 


the Senate Finance Committee, leader 
of the levy, said that the compromise 
was "(lie very best that could be ef- 
fected," but. that he would have favor- 
ed Ihe Senate-approved flat 19 per cent 
rate on corporation income. 


Chairman Doughion iDcm., N. C.) of 


the- House Ways anl Means Committee 
asserted that "if any tax legislation 
will help business this (compromise) 
bill will do it." Representative Vin- 
son (Dem., Key.), a member of the- 
house conference group, said he wus 
"very much gratified at tiic compro- 
mise."

Laryngitis May Mean More General Trouble 


Although most people are inclined 


to think that hoarseness or laryngitis 
is wholly a matter of the throat, ex- 
perts are convinced that every case of 
chronic laryngitis demands investiga- 
tion of the whole body with a view to 
determining all of the factors that may 
be responsible. 


Some people constitutionally de- 


velop overgrowth of tLssue after there 
has been damage. These people de- 
velope large scars when others develop 
small scars. In such cases when there 
is continuous irritation with inflam- 
mation and swelling, they are likely 
to develop permanent 
thickening of 


the tissues that are inflamed. 


In people with this tendency to over- 


growth of fibrous tissue, the vocal 
cords when inflamed tend to become- 
permanently thickened. The muscles 
associated with movements of the vo- 
cal cords also develop changes which 
make it difficult for the vocal cord.-, | 
to vibrate and to meet properly when 
needed for speech. 
: 


In most cases, chronic laryngitis i.-,' 


due to some factor like infection, irn- | 
tation or general disease. There are. : 
of course, some cases in which the 
voice is abused by excessive use or by 
overstrain of the vocal corcls. There \ 
are other instances in which irritating 
factors like smoke, dust and gases act 
OD the larynx.

The first step, therefore, in any case 


of laryngitis is to find out if any of 
the.se general constitutional factors are 
present and to got at such causes rath- 
er than to attempt immediately to re- 
lieve the condition by sprays, inhala- 
tions or other medicines.

portant "Don'ts" for every case of 
chronic congestion of the larynx. They 
are: 1. Don't smoke. 2. Don't talk.

virtual independence. 


So Jefferson was chosen next, tc 


draft the colonies' formal answer 
to Britain's "conciliatory proposi- 
tions." But in the winter of 1775- 
76 it became increasingly plain 
there could be no conciliation. In 
June the Continental Congress 
considered a resolution to break 
with England and soon after Jef- 
ferson was chosen to write a re- 
port embodying the spirit of the 
resolution. 


That report, formally adopted 


July 4, 1776, was the Declaration 
of Independence. It was adopted 
substantially as written by Jeffer- 
son, except for two verbal changes 
suggested by Franklin and Adams. 
Author of the Declaration, Jeffer- 
son is shown below on the 5-cent 
buff and brown stamp of 1861, re- 
produced slightly more than one 
and one-half times actual size.
